DETROIT, Feb 12.—To make de- 
meonstration and warn laboring men not 
to come to Detroit to seek work at the 
Ford plant, leaders of the American 
Federation of Labor, the Indusinal 
Workers of the World, and several So- 
cialist and radical organizations, this 
morning mobilized 8,000 unemployed in 
front of an employment association of- 
fice here, with the temperature below 
zero. It is estimated that Detroit's un- 
employed ranks have been augmented 
by several thousand men who have 
come here since the Ford announcement, 
expecting to find it easy to get work. 
Thus Ford's employment of 4,000 addl- 
tional men has not decreased the num-

Raygorodsky to Seek $50,000 


Prize with Gigantic Machine 
of 800 Horse Power. 


THREE MEN TO MAKE TRIP 


Mey Try to Reach Paris — Wing 
Spread of 120 Feet—August 


Picked for Flight. 


Abram Raygorodsky, a graduate of the 
Farman flying scnool in Paris, who is 
now living at Mineola, called at the 
Aero Club of America yesterday to ask 
for details as to the proper manner of 
entering an aeroplane in the transat- 
lantic flight for Lord Northcliffe’s prize 
of $50,000. 

Mr. Raygorodsky brought with 
plans for the aeroplane he proposes to 
enter. It is a gigantic affair with two 
propellers and a tractor, and four 200- 
horse-power motors. 

At first officials of the Aero Club who 
heard of the gigantic proportions of 
Raygorodsky’s machine were inclined to 
laugh at him as one more of the numer- 
ous ‘‘ bugs "’ who have aviatorial dreams 
that never can be made to come true. 

But President Hawley of the Aero Club 
recalled that in a news dispatch from 
Russia he had read about a giant bi- 
plane with four engines, built by a Rus- 
sian aviator named Sikorosky, which 
was so big that it could not be put in 
any hangar at the St. Petersburg flying 
field. He also recalled reading that this 
big machine had flown for an hour and 
fifteen minutes with ten passengers 
aboard and a load amounting to a ton 
more, 

‘““Have you ever heard of Sikorosky’s 
machine?’’ President Hawley asked the 
young aviator from Mineola, while most 
of the other experts on flying present 
tried to keep expressions of sober atten- 
tion on their 

““Indeed I have heard of Sikorosky’s 
Mr. Raygorodsky replied. 
“This machine I propose to use on the 
transatlantic expedition is similar to 
Sikorosky’s machine. Sikorosky knows 
all about my plans to enter such a ma- 
chine in the transatlantic race.

Sea Captain as Navigator. 


“More than that, Alexander Adler, 
who was Sikorosky’s chief designer, the 
man who made his giant biplane in 
which he has lifted such great weights, 
is coming to this country to design my 
own machine. He, with myself, will be 
aboard it when we make the flight, and 
there will be a third man also, a man 
older than either Adrer or myself. He 
is a retired sea captain, who will go 
along as navigator.”’ 

Mr. Raygorodsky produced photo- 
graphs of the giant Sikorosky machine 
with cabins in it, containing sleeping 
apartments, and its four engines mount 
ed for a‘flight. 

‘* Besides the flight with ten passen- 
gers of which you have heard,’’ said 
Mr. Raygorodsky, ‘“‘ this machine has 
carried fifteen passengers on one flight 
lasting for over an hour.” 

When Mr. Raygorodsky suggested that 
he wanted to attempt the transatlantic 
flight as soon as he could get his four 
motors ready, Aero Club officials in- 
quired about his financial backing and 
whether he could actually finance so 
expensive an undertaking as a trans- 
atlantic trip. 

**Oh, that is all taken care of,’’ the 
young aviator said. ‘‘ I have three back- 
ers, whose names’ I am not at liberty to 
mention. That is, they have refused to 
let me tell who they are, and I have to 
respect their wishes. They have given 
me $50,000 for the project. 

‘*I do not want any money from them 
for my services, and neither does Mr. 
Adler, for we both expect a great future 
for this giant type of load-lifting ma- 
chine and both are interested in it. 
With the $50,000 I expect to have money 
enough, for the motors ought not to 
cost over $20,000, and that gives me a 
working margin of $30,000 to prepare 
the ship and get it to the coast of New- 
foundland.”’ 


To Carry Four Tons of Gasoline. 


Mr. Raygorodsky named a staggering 
amount of gasoline and oil as the fuel 
for his trip. 


‘“‘IT will carry,’”’ he said, 
of gasoline.”’ 

Those who smiled at this statement 
were referred to issues of a periodical 
in which flights of the Sikorosky ma- 
chine were described, indicating that 
the machine alone weighed three and 
one-half tons. 

“You know our machine will not be a 
duplicate of the Sikorosky machine now 
in existence,” he said, ‘‘ for it will have 
a wing spread of 120 feet, which is a 
foot less than Sikorosky’s latest model, 
and it will carry four 200-horse power 
motors instead of four 100-horsepower 
motors, which Sikorosky’s machine car- 
ries. The only d@ubtful element in our 
plan at present is the element of tho 
motors, We have asked Curtiss to 
buiid four 200-horsepower motors fo 
us. Curtiss replied that he wanted a 
large deposit before he would commence 
with the motors, and also told us that 
he could not make delivery to us before 
June. I have an appointment to meet 
Mr. Curtiss to-morrow morning, and 
also another member of his company, 
and put up the deposit he asks for. 

“T hope he will accept, as I favor 
American motors over European for 
the reason that they are more economi- 
cal in fuel and especially in*oil con- 
sumption. And it is the heavy oil that 
counts on a long trip such as this.

“T do not expect to be able to use 
all the motors at once. Ordinarily two 
motors would be utilized, one on each 
side of the cab'n, each driving one pro- 
peller. <A tractor blade would be lo- 
cated in the centre in front of the 
wings, which I would only use when all 
conditions were at their best for rapid 
flight. Sikorosky once had one of his 
engines go wrong and everybody 
thought he was lost, but by a quick 
sh'fting of the rear rudder far to one 
side he was able to fly w'th the single 
propeller—a tractor to the left of the 
centre of his planes, 

“TI will have two boat-like devices, 
eighty feet apart, below the bottom 
plane so that the big machine will not 
sink if it should be compelled to alight 
on the water.”’ 

Mr. Raygorodsky asked the Aero Club 
of America to consider him an entrant 
for the transatlantic flight. He said 
that he would cable his formal applica- 
tion to the Royal Aero Club of Great 
Britain, with the $500 required as an 
entrance fee, as soon as Mr, Adler ar- 
rived from Russia, and he was assured 
that he could obtain the four engines he 
wished Curtiss to build. He said that 
he had picked out August as the best 
month in which to attempt the flight,

The agents of the Cunard Line said | 
yesterday that beginning with the sail- 
ing of the Lusitania on Feb. 28 the ex- | 
press liners will leave Liverpool for New 
York direct at 2:30 P. M. on Saturdays. 
3y omitting the Queenstown call ten} 
hours will be saved on the voyage, and} 
the Lusitania and Mauretania can dock 
in New York late on Thursdays over the | 
long route in fine weather, and about | 
noon on Thursday over the short route | 
which they follow after Sept. 1. | 

The Cunard Line has been trying to} 
eliminate the westbound Queenstown | 
call with express liners ‘for the last 
three years, but the change was opposed | 
by the British Postmaster General and | 
the Irish members of Parliament. Twice | 
recently the Lusitania has been unable} 
to call at Queenstown because of bad | 
weather, and has been compelled to} 
carry her pilots to New York. The | 
White Star liner Olympic has had a sim- 
ilar experience. The Captains of the 
respective liners asserted that it was a 
great risk to take big liners’. into 
Queenstown Harbor in stormy weather. 

The example of the Cunard Line prob- 
ably will be followed by the White 
Star's Wednesday mall service steaim- 
ships, and will mean a serious loss in 
business to the vendors of Irish lace, 
blackthorn sticks, green stone orna- 
ments, and shillalahs and bog oak 
pipes at that port. Before the big ships 
were built the New York lines en- 
tered the inner harbor and the passen-| 
gers went ashore while the vessel wait- 
ed for the mails. Later the big ships} 
anchored in the outer harbor by the} 
breakwater and the itinerant merchants, | 
mostly Irish women, went on board with | 
their baskets ana spread their wares 
on the ships’ decks, On a big Cunarder 
like the Lusitania they would do a 
good business, as it enabled passengers 
to buy souvenirs for friends they had 
forgotten to provide for while ashore.

“Upon the theory that a candidate 
for nomination for office should make 
his ambitions known early,’ said Mr.

BIG JERSEY SCHOOL BURNS. 


Three Houses Destroyed Also by a 
Fire in North Bergen. 


Three frame houses were destroyed 
and a fourth was damaged early last 
night by a fire which started in Public 
School 5, at Smith and Robert Streets, 
North Bergen, N. J. The school, which 
was the largest in that part of New 
Jersey, was burned to the ground. The 
flames, fanned by the fierce gale that 
was’ blowing, spread to a_ two-story 
frame dwelling near by, and the occu- 
pants of this had narrow escapes from 
death, 

The fire apparatus of North Bergen 
was unable to cope with the fire and 
emergency cal's were sent for assist- 
ance to West Hoboken, West New York, 
Weehawken, Union Hill and Gutten- 
berg. Across the street from the school 
was another two-story frame building, 
occupied as a store and dwelling house. 
Blazing brands frem the school building 
rained down upon the roof, and soon 
this house was on fire also, as was a 
third on the same side of the street, 
but several hundred feet away. The 
fourth house, on the Boulevard, about 
a block away, was kindled by sparks 
from the other burning buildings. 

At 6,066 Boulevard Charles Englert 
lay dead and his family became so 
alarmed at the spread of the fire that 
they ordered Undertaker Sharp, of 
North Bergen, to remove the body to 
his undertaking chapel. Several fire-

The Roosevelt boom was started by 
John S. Van Dusen of Elmira, a manu- 
facturer of sewer pipe. he did not men- 
tion the ex-President by name, but re- 
ferred to him as ‘The gentleman in 
South America,’’ and every reference 
brought forth wild applause. Van Dusen 
said Mr. Roosevelt would not refuse 
the nomination because of his desire 
to aid the cause, and that his accept- 
ance would mean a sweeping Progressive 
victory in the State as well as a vic- 
tory in the Presidential election in 1916. 

Ex-State Chairman William H. Hotch- 
kiss said he was strongly in favor of 
Mr. Roosevelt.

There wers two sessions of the Sta 
Committee yesterday, and tesides the 
members there were present County 
Chairmen from all parts of the 
State. At the morning session it was 
decided to do away with the Executive 
Committee of the State Committee on 
the ground that its deliberations be- 
hind closed doors were not in accord 
with Progressive principles and ideals. 
It was decided to amend the rules of 
the State Committee to provide for an 
Advisory Committee, which is to do 
the work of the Executive Committee 
in the future. 

There was a long wrangle at the 
afternoon session over the question of 
whether or not the committee would 
favor the calling of a convention in 
April to choose delegates to the con- 
stitutional convent’on to be held next 
year. Several strongly opposed the 
oroject on the ground that the law un- 
er which delegates to the constitutional 
convention are to b2 chosen was framed 
against the iaterests of the Progressive 
Party, as a minority party. 

Jacob A. Lesser said there are certain 
proposed amendments to the law now 
before the Assembly which would favor 
the minority and that the committee 
should go slow. Finally it was discov- 
ered that the party had favored the 
calling of such a convention in its Syra- 
cuse State platform and Mr. Hotchkiss 
introduced a resolution that the com- 
mittee reaffirm the action of the State 
Convention. This resolution was adopt- 
ed, as was another which stated em- 
phatically that there should be no fu- 
sion with ‘‘anybody” in the election 
of lelegates to the Constitutional Con- 
vention. 

More trouble came when Charles 8. 
Aronstam, successor to Timothy L. 
Woodruff as Progressive leader of 
Kings County, suggested that the party 
hold a State conterence or unofficial 
convention such as the Republicans pro- 
pose for the discussion of candidates 
prior to the primaries. Frederick M. 
Davenport, the Progressive candidate 
for Lieutenant Governor in 1912, and 
others objected to the plan on the 
ground that such a conference was 
tantamount to a regular State Conven- 
tion, which the party was opposed to 
and would be ill-advised and reaction- 
ary. It was a hard nut for the com- 
mitteemen to crack, and they decided 
to let the matter go over to the next 
meeting. 

It developed at the meeting that the 
Progressive Party in the State is in a 
bad way financially. Fifty-six of the 
175 committeemen are behind in their 
annual dues of $10. 

‘How can we raise money when our 
own committeemen won’t pay up?’’ ex- 
citedly shouted a member. 

Merrill Gates of Westchester County 
presented a resolution which requires 
the Finance Committee to report at the 
next session of the State Committee as 
to the ways and means of financing the 
coming campaigns It was admitted by 
all present that the methods now in use 
for collecting money had been sadly 
inefficient. The committeemen from Al- 
bany, Columbia, and.Rockland Counties 
pledged themselves to raise at least $5 an 
election district in their’ own counties. 
The other committeemen said they would 
attempt the same plan.

LIQUOR MEN SUE GOVERNOR. 


Ack $8,000 Damages for Oregon 
Militia’s Seizure of Stock. 


SALEM, Ore., Feb. 12.—Gov. Oswald 
West and Col. B. K. Lawson of the 
Oregon militia to-day were served with 
papers in damage suits filed against 
them by H. Stewart, Anton Warner, 
and William Wiegand, Copperfield sa- 
loon keepers. They allege that Gov. 
West and Col. Lawson, while Copper- 
field recently was under martial law, 
confiscated their stock of liquor. They 
ask damuges aggregating $8,000. 

The liquor is alleged to have been 
seized by Col. Lawson, in charge of the 
militia sent to Copperfield, after a re- 
port had been made to the Governor 
by Miss Fern Hobbs, the latter’s private 
secretary. Miss Hobbs, unaccompanied, 
went to Copperfield, where she investi- 
gated alleged violations of the State law 
governing the sale of liquor.

Scores were overcome by the bitter wind 
that swept the town, and thousands of 
those who lacked adequate clothing or 
homes in which to keep warm suffered 
intensely. 

At 4 o'clock yesterday afternoon the 
thermometer registered 10 degrees above 
zero, and it was thought for a time that 
the worst of the cold spell had passed. 
But this hope was short-lived, for at 
5 o'clock the mercury began to drop 
again at the rate of 1 degree an hour, 
so that at 10 o’clock last night it was 
only 4 degrees above zero, and the 
Weather Forecaster expected the ther- 
mometer to show 5 degrees below zero 
by this morning. 

The National Weather Bureau in 
Washington reported last night that the 
cold weather would continue at least 
for to-day, and that some time to-day, 
perhaps this morning, a snow storm, 
approaching a blizzard in violence, was 
dae from the Southwest. This snow 
storm originated in Texas and is being 
blown toward the East by heavy north- 
west winds. The storm is expected to 
cover the entire East, from the upper 
Mississippi Valley to the New England 
Coast. 

High Wind Adds to Suffering. 

With the cold in this city, particularly 
in the morning, there came a wind out 
of the northwest that at one time at- 
tained a velocity of fifty-four miles an 
hour. From all parts of the city came 
reports of persons who had succumbed 
te exposure. In the night the municipal 
lodging house had taxed its maximun: 
capacity of 768 persons early, and by 
1 o’clock yesterday morning the annex 
in Twenty-fourth Street, the Charities 
Pier, at the foot of Twenty-sixth Street 
and the EBast.-River, and the department 
steamboais Lowell and Brennan were 
all housing homeless men and women. 
Some 1,771 persons»were caged for in 
this way. 

The first death reported was that of 
the baby boy of Pasquale Garamona of 
97 Ninth Avenue. The father found the 
baby uncovered in his crib yesterday 
morning. He sent for a doctor, who 
said the baby had frozen to death. 

Robert Wilson, 70 years old, who for 
the last three years had lived in a 
little two-room apartment on the top 
floor of the three-story building at 157 
Forsyth Street, was found dead on the 
floor of his room yesterday morning. 
Dr. Gamble of Bellevue, who examined 
the body, said that death was due to 
the bitter cold. Wilson was a well- 
known figure in the district where he 
lived, and was noted as a sort of lit- 
erary hermit. He was apparently well 
educated, and his rooms were littered 
with manuscripts and _  well-fingered 
books. The history of the old man 
was unknown to his neighborhood ac- 
quaintances The body was removed 
to the Morgue.

FROM THE TROPICS TO ZERO. 


The Arcadian Passes from Balmy 
Breezes Into a Blizzard in One Day. 


Capt. F. H. M. Custance of the Royal 
Mail Steam Packet Arcadian which ar- 
rived yesterday from Bermuda with her 
forward decks and rigging covered with 
ice, said that the ship had passed 
through a blizzard on Wednesday night. 
In the Gulf stream in the early morning 
the temperature was 65 and at 11 o’clock 
the same night the Arcadian was f'ght- 
ing a northwest gale, with heavy driv- 
ing snow, which attained a velocity of 
eighty miles in the squalls. :

Weather Conditions Best Then for 
Atlantic Crossing, Says Aero Club. 


After making a detailed study of 
weather maps of the North Atlantic 
Ocean for the last ten years, the Water 
Flying Committee of the Aero Club of 
America decided yesterday to recom- 
mend the month of September to avia- 
tors as the best month in which to at- 
tempt a transatlantic flight. 

Henry A. Wise Wood, Chairman of 
the committee, announced the results of 

the study of wind and weather condi- 
tions in each month of the year. 

“We find that aviators following the 
route selected for the Rodman Wana- 
maker expedition,’’ he said, ‘“ will prac- 


tically be out of touch with the regular | 


steamship lanes. If they head for the 
extreme south of Ireland, they may 
pick up the steamship lanes just before 
finishing the flight. But for the route 
itself the aviators must depend upon 


warships and private yachts to do patrol 
duty. 

“The flying boat being built for Rod- 
man Wanamaker is not designed to 
start from the water if it should once 
be compelled to alight. A ship patrol 
of the course is important for the rea- 
son that the Atlantic currents would 
carry the boat away from the steamer 
lanes instead of toward them, if it 
should alight on the water after cover- 
ing the first fourth of the distance, Up 
to that point it would be carri by 
ihe Labrador Current toward the steam- 
ship lanes. 

“We have found that June is a bad 
month for the flight, because at St.

Film Showing Health Menace in 


Present System on View at 
Woman's industrial Show. 


Why not cut $8,000,000 off the city’s 
annual budget with one sweep and make 
several hundred thousand dollars in ad- 
| dition? That is a very easy thing to 
| do, according to Mrs. Flora Spiegelberg 
lof 67 Riverside Drive, economic investi- 
‘gator, traveler, and friend of the gar- 
ibage man. Mrs, Spiegelberg told ail 
| about her scheme last night at the 
Woman's Industrial Show in the Grand 
Central Palace. 

Mrs. Spiegelberg’s project, of course, 
has to do with the subject which has 
been uppermost in her mind for years— 
how to make New York a healthier, 
cleaner city. The collection of ashes 
ana garbage was the particular theme 
of the evening, and it is this system 
ithat Mrs. Spiegelberg would change. 
It is through this change that she would 
| cut off $8,000,000 from the budget and 
j}make enough money additional, per- 
|haps, to pay for the running of the 
Board of Aldermen. 

To comprehend fully Mrs. Spiegel- 
| berg’s scheme one must see her film 
called ‘‘A Menace to Public Health,’ 
and her slides of representative incin- 
erating plants in model cities in Eu- 
rope. One must also see the little brass 
box which Mrs. Spiegelberg holds und°r 
her arm while she lectures, a little box 
as shiny as gold. 

The film explains what Mrs. Spiegel- 
| berg means when she says that the 
|ash and garbage collection system in 
New York is the “most terrible in exist- 
ence.” The film was made by the Edi- 
son Company and presented to Mrs. 
Spiegelberg for her nealth campaign. 
It shows how the rly nuisance grows 


into a pest, how germs are born and 
how they are spread, how thousands of 
poor street cleaners and garbage men, 
the particular friends in whose inter- 
ests Mrs. Spiegelberg is working, are 
sacrificing health for the gains of refuse 
contractors. 

By means of her slides the lecturer 
| was able to fly all over Europe at her 
ease and then come back to the hollows 
of the east side by way of comparison. 
Through the slides Mrs. Spiegelberg 
also tried to show that New York needed 
a municipal incinerat.-ng plant as a sub- 
stitute for the scows and the Barren 
Island soap factories. This plant, she 
said, would boil all the garbage and 
ashes together into one mess, 

It would then provide enough energy 
to run a big electrical plant, and the 
power could be used for running electric 
trucks. These trucks would supplant 
all the horse carts which now carry 
away the city’s refuse. The residue 
in the furnaces, moreover, would be 
suitable for bricks and pavements. All 
this, and more, the slides showed, had 
been accomplished through incinerators 
}in Europe. The incinerator, of course, 
{is the money maker in Mrs. Spiegel- 
berg’s scheme. 

The little brass box under Mrs. Spiegel- 
| berg’s arm is nothing but a model of an 
|ideal ash-garbage wagon which has the 
‘approval of many European cities, but 
This wagon, 
Spiegelberg explained, should be 
adopted here immediately. Because of 
its closed top it would do away with 
the spreading of dust and germs. . 

The sailcloth which now covers the 
one-horse carts would be replaced by 

solid tron covers, airtight, and sanitary. 
Such wagons, she asserted, cold be 
emptied from the bottom in a sanitary 
| fashion. With the use of special ash 
and garbage cans adapted to these wag- 
fons, Mrs. Splegelberg explained, there 
| would be no more lame backs, no over- 
lifting, and one man could do the work 
| that two men are doing under the pres- 
| ent system. 

‘The first thing that we must learn,” 
}said Mrs. Spiegelberg, ‘‘is that it is 
|more sanitary to mix ashes with the 
| Sarbage than to keep them in separate 
jreceptacies. The lye in the ashes is a 
| disinfectant for the garbage. The incin- 
| esater would utilize this mixture and 
the whole would become fuel for the 
,furnaces, Our trouble is that we are 
| tled up with contracts. The contractors 
;}are making all kinds of money at the 
/expense of sanitary and up-to-date con- 
| ditions.”’ 
| “Would you say that there was graft 
in the present system?’"’ Mrs. Spiegel- 
berg was asked. 

‘*T never use that word,” she replied.

WHO WILL PUT UP $250,000? 


Hawley Thinks World Flight May 
Be Won in Three Years. 


In reply to those who have urged that 
{t would be folly to sanction an aero- 
plane race around the world at this 
time on account of the improbability 
that such a race would ever be won, 
officials of the Aero Club of America 
made a suggestion yesterday that any 
one with sporting proclivities and some 
money who had such a belief should 
back it up by offering a prize of $250,- 
000 for the first aeroplane to break the 


present around-the-world record of 
35 days and 21 hours, held by Henry 
Mears, 

President Alan R. Hawley said he 
fully believed that if such a prize were 
offered it would be won before the ex- 
piration of three years. 

“There was a time,'’ he said, ‘“‘ when 
large prizes were offered by people 
who believed they never would be won 
—prizes for the first aeroplane to fly 
over a captive balloon ninety feet up 
in the air—prizes for the first flight 
to be made for a- mile over a circular 
route, and the like. Aviators have 
stepped right up and taken practically 
every prize offered. I recall dozens of 
these prizes that were laughed to scorn 
at the time they were offered as being 
beyond the wildest dreams of the imag- 
ination. Now we look back upon the 
achievements by which the prizes were 
won as being so commonplace that we 
wonder how the world ever could have 
become excited about them. Who, for in- 
stance, to-day would think of offering 
a $10,000 prize for the first aeroplane 
to fly around the Eifel Tower or even 
to fly across the American continent? "’

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HOUSTON FOR BANK BOARD. 


Agriculture Secretary May Get th 
Ten-Year Term. 


Special to The New York ‘Times. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 12.—Although 
President Wilson has expressed un- 
willingness to have Secretary Houston 
leave the Cabinet to become a member 
of the Federal Reserve Board, which 
will manage the new reserve banking 
and currency system, it is the expecta- 
tion in well-informed circles that Mr. 
Houston will retire from the office of 
Secretary of Agriculture early next 
month to accept appointment on ‘the 
board. There is no official authority 
for the report, but {t appears to be ac- 
cepted by those in a position to know. 

By the terms of the new currency 
law the Secretary of Agriculture be- 
came a member of the Organization 
Committee empowered to put the re- 
serve system in operation, but was not 
a member ex-officio of the Federal Re- 
serve Board, as provided in the original 
draft of the Glass-Owen Monetary bill. 
The other members of the Organization 
Committee are the Secretary of the 
Treasury and the Controller of the Cur- 
rency. Secretary Houston is now tour- 
ing the country with Secretary McAdoo, 
obtaining information to enable them to 
designate the cities where Federal re- 
serve banks shall be located. John 
Skelton Williams, the new Controller 
of the Currency, left here last night to 
join them in Atlanta. They will be 
back in Washington on Feb. 19. 

In addition to the Secretary of the 
Treasury and the Controller of the Cur- 
relcy, there are to be five members 
of the Federal Reserve Board to be ap- 
pointed by the President for terms of 
two, four, six, eight, and ten years re- 
spective'y. It is the expectation that 
Mr. Houston, if appointed, will get the 
ten-year term. The President will des- 
ignate one of the appointive members 
as Governor of the Federal Reserve 
Board, but it is not known that he has 
Mr. Houston in mind for that position. 
The salary of each member will be 
$12,000, the same as that received by a 
Cabinet officer. 

President Wilson has said that he ex- 
pects to be able to nominate the mem- 
bers of the Federal Reserve Board by 
the end of February. 

An official most frequently mentioned 
for a Federal Reserve Board appoint- 
ment is George E. Roberts of Iowa, the 
rresent Director of the Mint, who is a 
Republican He has been President of 
the Commercial National Bank of Chi- 
cago, and ig regarded as an authority cn 
financial matters. 


CASH TO SIEGEL DEPOSITORS 


Payment of 18 Cents on Dollar Prom- 
ised——Another Offer Considered. 


The depositors of the failed bank of 
Henry Siegel & Co., at a meeting yes- 
terday afternoon in the temporary of- 
fices of the bank at 48 West Thirteenth 
Street, were notified of the formation 
of a corporation to take charge of the 


immediate distribution of a partial cash | 


payment. The actual distribution of the 
money, the jepositors were told, would 
begin about Feb. 20. 

John P, Munch, Chairman of the De- 
positors’ Committee, read a letter from 
Coudert Brothers, the attorneys for the 
| depositors, in which was inclosed an- 
| other letter from a firm of attorneys 
for the new corporation. This company, 
known as the Depositors’ Realization 
Corporation, was incorporated in al- 
bany on Wednesday, with a _ capital 
stock of $500,000. Of this, $450,000 was 
contributed by friends and relatives of 
Henry Siegel and Frank E. Vogel, the 
partners of the banking firm, for the 
immediate relief of the depositors, 

That sum would mean a repayment of 
about 18 cents on the dollar. In addi- 
tion, according to John P. Murray of 
the law firm of Coudert Brothers, a 
payment of 12 cents on the dollar would 
come from the $100,000 cash bond of the 
bank filed with the Controller at Al- 
bany and from $250,000 which it has 
been suggested the mercantile creditors 
of the failed Siegel firms would be will- 
ing to contribute in return for a general 
release by the depositors of claims on 
the various stores.

SPEAKER CRITICISES THEM 


Other Speakers at Chamber of Com- 
merce Convention Think They 
' Have Grave Faults.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 12.—At the an- 
nual convention of the Chamber of Com- 
merce of the United States to-day men 
prominent in public life and the busi- 
ness world discussed the anti-trust bills 
which are now being considered by com- 
mittees of Congress. 

Secretary Redfield was the Govern- 
ment’s representative, while speakers for 
the business interests included Frederick | 
P. Fish, formerly President of the 
American Telephone and ‘Telegraph 
Company, and Victor Morawetz of New 
York, who opposed the “‘ five brothers "’; 
and Guy E, Tripp, Chairman of the 
Board of Directors of the Westinghouse 
Electric and Manufacturing Company, 
who favored just regulation of industry. 

President Charles R. Van Hise of the 
University of Wisconsin and _ Prof. 
Henry R. Seager of Columbia Univer- 
sity, represented academic opinion. 
Louis D. Brandeis of Boston appeared 
as a citizen interested in the subject. 

Mr. Brandeis told the delegates that | 
the measures now being considered by 
House and Senate committees repre- 
sented only the groundwork of the Ad 
ministration programme, and that in the; 
work of perfecting them along lines 
suggested by President Wilson aid | 
from the outsjde would be welcomed. 

“These bills are not Administration 
bills,’ he said. ‘‘ They are the bilis of 
those members who introduced them. 1 
find much in them that I would see 
amended or corrected, and I have found 
the greatest desire among their authors 
to get suggestions from you business 
men that will aid them in carrying out 
the President's programme.” 

Free and unrestricted competition was 
not the President's object, Mr. Brandeis 
said, but rather reguiated competition. 
Absolute divorce of transportation from 
industries, he continued, was essential 
to any legislative action that would set 
business free. Every great monopoly had 
been built up on privilege and preference 
and discrimination in its favor by trans- 
portation companies, he believed, and 
while great strides had been made 
toward curbing this, the small manufac- 
turer was still at a disadvantage. 

In his address Mr, Fish said: 

“I do not believe that there is a 
single particle of evidence that prices 
to the consumer are now greater 
cause of the existence of large business 
organizations than they would 
been if all business had been 
on by small units. In fact,

“It seems to me that no forward action 
by way of legislation is safe and that 
whatever we may do is likely to be done 
on wrong lines. 


Our whole future prosperity depends 
upon their sound development.” 

Mr. Tripp thought better results would 
be accomplished if the proposed trust 
measures were enacted one at a time. 
Their purposes were sound in the main, 
he thought, but he

fied to-day on the Administration trust 
bills before the House Interstate and 
Foreign Commerce Committee. 

Discussing the proposed Interstate 
Trade Commission, Mr. Towne argued 


|} that the anti-trust laws should not be 


enforced against corporations until the 
courts had _ interpreted those laws, 
wherever there was any doubt as to 
their meaning. 

Mr. Towne also suggested that the 
committee amend the Trude Commis- 
sion bill on the lines of the Canadian 
Trade Relations act. He said he thought 
it would not be proper to prohibit any 
trade practice until its fairness or le- 
gality had been determined in the 


| courts. 


Mr. Rogers suggested that the commit- 
tee act along the lines of a bill which 
he filed empowering the courts by in- 
unction to maintain fair practices in 
usiness conducted by interstate cor- 
porations in dealing with their custom- 
ers. 

Mr. Rogers also proposed to amend the 
Clayton bill by providing that persons 
engaged in selling goods tn interstate 
commerce, whether patented or unpat- 
ented, should not arbitrarily refuse the 
same to any responsible purchaser. 

Robert R. Reed of New York City, tes- 
tifying before the House Judiciary Com- 
mittee to-day, said the pending trust 
bills would burden bus§ness without 
touching the real evils of monopoly. 

** Monopoly,’’ said Mr. Reed, ‘“‘is an 
institution, not an accident. It never 
has been and never will be created by 
unfair competition. It will not be pre- 
vented by punishing unfair competition. 

‘“‘The administration bills,’’ continued 
Mr. Reed, “‘ are fraught with peril to 
the individual and to the States. They 
recognize the trusts and seek to make 
them, and all the people of the country, 
good, instead of proceeding directly by 
adequate laws to destroy the trusts and 
leave business and the individual free.”’ 

Mr. Reed also criticised the interlock- 
ing directorate bill, saying it would make 
a corporation guilty of a crime if one of 
its Directors accepted office in a com- 
peting company, although without its 
knowledge or assent. 

Lawrence Chamberlain urged the com- 

mittee to drop the Interlocking Direc- 
torate bill entireiy. He said that the 
principal objection of the average in- 
vestment banker to tne bill was that he 
considered himself and was considered 
by his clients and the public as morally 
responsible for the welfare of corpora- 
tions whose securities he had floated.

inspection. 

“Following this action on the part 
of Mr. Mapother our examiners were 
instructed to keep a close watch in the 
files under his jurisdiction to ascertain 
if possible to what extent they were 
altered. it soon developed, according 
to their report, that entire files weie 
being removed and substantial portions 
of other files extracted. Two of the 
examiners endeavored to remain in the 
file room during the course of the re- 
vision, apparent secretion and destruc- 
tion of these records, when Mr. Ma- 
pother, with an oath, forcibly ejectea 
each of our representatives.

CHARGES MURDER BY UNION. 


Detective the Victim, Witness Tells 
Committee Sifting Colorado Strike. 


DENVER, Feb. 12.—A direct charge 
that George W. Belcher, a detective, 
was murdered in Trinidad by United 
Mine Workers of America at the in- 
stigation of A. B. McGary, an Organizer 
of the union, was made to-day by A. C. 
Feltz, Superintendent of a detective 
agency. The killing of Belcher took 
place Nov. 20 last. Feltz, the first wit- 
ness of the day before the House com- 
mittee investigating the Colorado coal 
mine strike, said that Louis Zancanelli 
had confessed the murder.

Classes of Public 
fh on-Taxable. 


The Investment Bankers’ Association 
calls attention to the fact that the new 
decision of the Treasury Department, 
reversing decision 1,910, excludes from 
the operation of the income tax law 
practically every form of public secur- 
ity. Under the former decision, ren- 
dered on Qec. 4, 1913, both the strictly 
assessment obligations of organized mu- 
nicipalities and the general or assess- 
ment obligations of special taxing dis- 
tricts were held not to be the obliga- 
tions of political subdivisions and would 
be taxable.

It was in the year in question that M 
Bergson first came prominently into 
the notice of the English-speaking peo- 
ples. He visited London and afterward 
came to the United States, lecturing on 
his system of philosophy and on philo- 
sophical subjects generally. In England 
his works created what can only be de- 
scribed as a furor, and though his ad- 
mirers in America are not apparently as 
numerous as in England, they are equal- 
ly enthusiastic. 

Bergson has not escaped without harsh 
criticism. The writer in an Bnglish re- 
view accused him of violating many ot 
the fundamentals rules of logic and of 


ignorance of some of the first axioms of | 


| philosophy; but he emerged triumphant- 

ly from all this criticism, and is now re- 
garded as the leading metaphysician ot 
Europe. 

The curious thing about 
philosophy is that, like the philosophy of 
Schopenhauer, it is no more original 
than 
claimed as original if now taught for 
the first time In the Occident. Schopen- 
hauer obtained his ideas from that inex- 
haustible reservoir of metaphysic, India, 
though he never admitted it. Bergson 
has done the same thing, though he is 
more honest. His doctrine, in a sen- 
tenee, is that the vital principle mani- 
fests itself through matter; and he thus

FIRST SENT TO THE TIMES 


Official Thinks It Will Be Possible

The exchange of grectings by arent | 
wireless between the morning news- 
papers of New York and Berlin was 
completed before noon yesterday when 
the Sayville, L. I., tower of the Atlantic 
Communication Company received from} 
the Berlin newspapers replies to the 
wireless messages sent them just before 
and after midnight on Wednesday. The 
first direct wireless messages between 
the United States and Germany were 
sent and received as a test of the huge 
new Telefunken tower at Sayville. 

The transmission of the messages from 
the New York newspapers to the Berlin 
papers was finished about 12:15 A. M. | 
vesterday. When the transmission was | 
completed the Sayville station caught} 
the first wireless message. It was ad- 
dressed to THD NEW YORK TrmMEs and 
was received at 12:30:35 A. M. It con- 
taineu grectings from First Burgomas- 
ter Wermuth of Berlin to Mayor Mitchel. | 
Foilowing this message came greetings 
from Ambassador James W. Gerard. 

Just before 3 o’clock the Sayville sta- 
tion got into touch with the tower at 
Nauen, Germany, and picked up a mes- 
sage from one of the Berlin newspapers 
replying to the wireless greetings from | 
New York. This message, however, was 
undecipherable. Several other attempts 
were made to get better connection with 
Nauen, but this was imposible, it was 
said, because California and Arlington 
had begun transmission. For two hours 
the operators at Sayville vainly tried to 
catch the Berlin messages that were be- 
ing flashed over a distance of more than 
4,000 miles, and the Nauen operators 
Were equally as persistent. 

A little before 9 o’clock efforts again 
Were made to get in touch with Nauen, 
and the wireless operators this time had 
more success, notwithstanding the fact 
that conditions fof long-distance com- 
munication are much better at night 
than in the daytime. At 9:10 o’clock 
the transatlantic wireless between this 
country and Germany was working very 
Satisfactorily, and at 9:14 this message 
was received:

First Message to The Times. 


Replies were reccived in turn for other 
New York morning newspapers from 
their Berlin contemporaries. In view of 
the fact that certain messages from 
Berlin purporting to be wireless mes- 
gages received at Sayville appeared in 
newspapers sold on the streets before 
those messages were received at Say- 
ville and transmitted to New York 
City, this statement was obtained from

This message was retransmitted by 
wireless to the wireless station at .Nauen. 

The Telefunken tower of the Atlantic 
Communication Company is about three- 
quarters of a mile west of Sayville, on 
an almost barren 100-acre tract of land. 
The tower rises about 500 feet above 
a small square house, where the gener- 
ating, transmitting, receiving and other 
wireless apparatus is_ installed. The 
tower is of steel and is triangular, its 
sides being braced by single braces in- 
stead of the cross-brace usually seen in 
steel supports. The base of the tower 
is brought to what is practically a point, 
having a ball and socket at the bottom. 
The entire weight of the tower rests on 
@ large glass insulator, and the tower is 
maintained in its proper place entirely 
by guy wires, made fast to six huge 
concrete anchorages, planted in a circle, 
with a radius 430 feet 

The main antenna is of the umbrella 
type, and consists of twelve wires, radi- 
ating from .he top of the tower in two 
segments of six wires, each segment 
covering an arc of about 120 degrees. 
The ends of each antenna wire are con- 
mected through large bell-shaped in-

One houses the generating ap- 
paratus, another contains 120 large 
storage batteries, from which the en- 
tire station draws its current; a4 third, 
subdivided, is used for the transmitting 
equipment, and a fourth, also sub- 
divided, consists of the operating rooms. 


How Messages Are Sent. 


Messages are transmitted automati- 
cally by the Sayville station much in 
the same way that a musical selection 
1s produced on a piano player. On re- 
ceiving a message for transmission the 
operator there uses a key that looks 
like the Morse key. This key controls 
an electrical device which perforates 
dots and dashes on a tape run through 
the perforator.. The tape is wound on a 
reel, is then set u n the operating 
run through the 
transmitting key proper. As the tape 1s 
unwound from the reel through the key 
its perforations produce the dots and 
dashes of the wireless code. 

Meanwhile in the room where the 
transmitting apparatus is at work the 
relay system is pounding furiously. 
The amount of current in the trans- 
former primary: circuit is too large to be 
broken by an ordinary telegraph key, 
hence the current is controlled in steps 
by a system of three relays, The main 
relay, breaking the primary current, 
just as an operator’s key breaks the cur- 
rent when it is stepped-down, causes a 
brilliant blue spark. Close to the relay 
is the tone controller, a device for in- 
dicating the number of sparks dis- 
charged each second. 

The roar of the generators and the 
pounding of the relays is stopped when 
a message is being received. The re- 
ceivers are the Telefunken upright type. 
Fritz Von Der Wceude, engineer of the 
company, describing the receivers yes- 
terday, said: 

“The reception of two messages sim- 
ultaneously is easily accomplished by a 
simple device which connects first one 
and then the other receiver to the an- 
tenna of high frequency, so that each 
receiver is in a circuit three or four 
times during the lapse required for a 
Morse signal. With the aid of this de- 
vice and careful tuning we have been 
able to receive simultaneously three 
messages, one on a long wave and two 
on shorter waves. There is na reason 
why, with the equipment at Sayville, it 
should not be possible to receive six 
messages simultaneously.” 


GERMANY ENTHUSIASTIC. 


Press Says Wireless Test Marks 
Epoch in International Relations. 


Special Cable to THE NEW YORK TIMES. 

BERLIN, Feb. 12.—The messages 
greeting Ambassador James W. Ger- 
ard and First Burgomaster Wermuth 
sent to THrE New Yor« Times in the 
early hours this morning were the 
first transmission of regular tele- 
graphic traffic which had ever gone 
by wireless from Germany to- the 
United States. None of the other 
messages sent by Berlin newspapers 
to newspapers in New York were 
transmitted until the Gerard and 
Wermuth dispatches to THE TIMES 
were sent flashing on their way 4,000 
miles over land and ocean. 

The Germans are very enthusiastic 
over the complete success attending 
the establishment of the ‘“ wireless 
link” between America and _ the 
Fatherland. The newspapers. to- 
night publish elaborate descriptions 
of the scenes at the Nauen central 
station between midnight and dawn, 
asserting that they mark an epoch in 
international relations, 

The entire press reproduces Am- 
bassador Gerard’s message to THE 
New York Times and First Burgo- 
master Wermuth’s fraternal greet- 
ing to Mayor Mitchel. THE TiMEs’s 
message to The Vossische Zeitung of 
Berlin was the second to arrive at 
Nauen. It came along about 5:30 
A. M. German time and was con- 
Practically all the 


entirely accurate shape. 
There was much curiosity in Berlin 
as to whether messages sent to New 
York reached Sayville with equal pre- 
cision. ° 

The Atlantic Communication Com- 
pany authorities here are delighted 
over the success of the test. Thy 
have been communicating privately 
with Sayville for some months, but 
they don’t think it feasible to throw 
open the service for general traffic 
until still greater improvements are 
effected. The trials, however, prove 
conclusively that wireless connection 
between Germany and the United 
States is now an assured and prac- 
tical thing.

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JUSTICES ASK LAW 
TO CONTROL COURTS 


Bill Would Take Power Away 
from the Appellate 
Division. 


PATRONAGE IN MEASURE 


Trial Judges Say They Should Have 
Sole Jurisdiction of the Parts 
of the Court. 


At the request of a majority of the 
Justices of the Supreme Court Assem- 
blyman S. Clinton Crane of the Twenty- 
third District has introduced a bill in 
the Legislature taking from the Jus- 
tices of the Appellate Division any con- 
trol over the parts of the Supreme 
Court. For several years the Justices 
have chafed at the interference of the 
Appellate Division and have threat- 
ened many times to take steps in the 
direction of getting the control into 
their own, hands. They have often said 
that the Supreme Court is the only 
court in the State where the power of 
the Judges is limited. One of the Jus- 
tices said: 

‘Only a short time ago the stenogra- 
pher of Part I was taken away from the 
part and it was left with no stenogra- 
pher. When inquiry was made we 
learned that this was due to an order 
that came down from the Appellate Di- 
vision. When we asked for an explana- 


tion. we were told that the stenographer | 


was needed by one of the official ref- 
As it is now, the library is under 
the control of the Appellate Division 
and so are the court officers. It is time 
he system was changed.

The bill provides for an ree. 
to Section & of the judiciary law. I 
strikes out the entire paragraph giving 
the Justice of the Appellate Division 
power of fixing a time and place for 
holding special and trial terms, assign- 
ing Justices, making rules, and regulat- 
ing the sittings of the Justices. It elim- 
inates from the section the words ‘ Ap-

The right to appoint a confidential 
clerk of the appellate term, to appoint 
special deputy clerks to the County 
Clerk, and all necessary assistants to 
each of these special deputies; to desig- 
nate and revoke at pleasure such desig- 
nations, and to select one of the spe- 
cial deputies to be Supreme Court jury 
clerk of the district. 

Section 109 is amended by the bill so 
as to give the Justices the power to 
appoint a stenographer of each part. 
Power is also bestowed upon the Jus-/} 
tices to appoint four interpreters and | 
to regulate the attendance and duties! 
of the court officials. The bill also says: |} 

“The salaries of the attendants of the 
Supreme Court in the First Judicial 
District shall be fixed by the Justices of 
said district or a majority of them not 
designated as Justices of the Appellate 
Division at a sum Not exceeding $1,800 
per annum.” | 

If the bill is enacted into law the Su- | 
preme Court will be entirely removed 
from any contact with the Appellate Di- 
vision and will be as Independent as all 
of the other courts of the State. One of 
the Justices said: 

“The Justices of the Appellate Dtvi- | 
sion got control over the parts of the 
court by a steady pushing and getting 
a little more control every now and | 
then. It is time it was stopped."

VOORHIS DEFENDS 
RLRCTION BUREAU 


Honest Ballot Association Has 
Stolen Credit for His Work, 
State Superintendent Says. 


ILLEGAL VOTERS BLOCKED 


9,570 of the 11,911 Names on the 
Challenge List Were Not Used on 
Ballots, He Tells Gov. Glynn. 


John R. Voorhis, the State Superin- 
tendent of Elections, who is 85 years old 
and whose removal has been demanded 
by the Honest Ballot Association, filed 
his ‘answer yesterday with Gov. Glynn 
at Albany to the charges made against 
him. Supt. Voorhis called attention to 
the fact that E. Stagg Within, Managing 
Director of the association, had said the 
last election was one of the most peace- 
able ever held in"the City of New York, 
and that it was freer from fraud than 
any held before. 


Supt. Voorhis asserted that the Honest 
Ballot Association had appropriated the 
credit for improving election conditions 
which belonged rightfully to him and to 
his deputies. He said that his practice 
of assigning deputies to districts with 
which they were familiar and which the 
Honest Ballot Association attacked was 
justified by its results, since 9,570 of the 
11,911 names on the last challenge list 
had failed to vote. He asserted also 
that his deputies had won a high per- 
centage of convictions for election 
crimes. 

Supt. Voorhis admitted that he had 
declined to give the names of his depu- 
ties to the Honest Ballot Association, and 
defended the refusal on the ground that 
he wished his men to work unhindered. 
But he denied that he had refused or 
had failed to investigate allegations of 
fraudulent registration. 

‘*T annex hereto a letter from the Hon- 
est Ballot Association, containing sixty- 
three names, which, it states, call for 
investigation. I call particular attention 
to the fact that this letter, requesting 
‘prompt attention’ is dated Oct. 31, 
1913, and was sent through the mail and 
was not received by us until Saturday, 
Nov. 1, 1918, at 6:15 P. M., and also to 
the fact that the only information sup- 


] plied by the said letter was that the per- 


sons mentioned had apparently made a 
false or incorrect statement as to the 
place from which they registered in 
some prior year and did not furnish any 
facts as to residence in 1913. In the 
short time given to us we investigated 
every name on the list, and in a number 
of cases consulted with the Attorney 
General and we took steps to prevent 
those from voting who had no apparent 
right to vote, and our records show that 
of the said sixty-three names we pre- 
vented forty-three from voting. More- 
over, in at least a dozen of the other 
cases the Honest Ballot Association was

avorable to the passage of the Crist- 
man bill in the upper house. 

Speaker Sweet asked Gov. Glynn to-| 
day to send an extraordinary message | 
to the Legislature urging immediate | 
passage of the Appropriation bill. When | 
the Speaker came away after spending 
half an hour with the Governor he in- 
dicated that the conference had not 
been_ satisfactory. f 

“The Governor imposed certain condi- 
tions on which he would approve the 
bill that rather startled me,’’ the Speaker 
told a friend. ‘‘I don’t care to say 
anything further about it, but I do not 
teel any more certajn now than I did 
before I took the matter up with Gov. 
Glynn that the appropriation will get 
through with his approval.’”’ 

From -a Republican source it was 
learned that the statement that Gov. 
Glynn had imposed conditions was due 
to a question the Govefnor asked Speak- 
er Sweet. This question was whether 
the Assembly would concur in a bill 
providing an equal amount for an in- 
vestigation to be conducted by a com- 
mittee — by the Democratic 
Senate. ne question, it is said, ren- 
dered the Spenker speechless. The Gov- 
ernor immediately changed the subject 
and did a lot of earnest talking. about 
his workmen’s compensation law, ,which 
the Democratic Senate has re-enacted 
in order to remove all possible doubts 
regarding its constitutionality, but 
which the Republican Assembly is satd 
to be preparing to défeat or amend in 
some of its essential features, much 
against the Governor's wishes. 


Democrats to Confer. 


The question put to the Speaker by 
the Governor has renewed the talk of 
a rival investigation of the State de- 
artments by the Democratic Senate. 
Whilé both the Governor and the Senate 
leaders are reticent, it was learned to-

emocratic Senators would be called 
into a conference early next week on the 
same matter.

Johnson, Monroe’s Commander, 
Says He Thus Saved the 
Lives of 29 Persofs. 


ONLY WAY TO REACH THEM 


No Time to Coax Passengers Across 
Slanting Deck——Hints of World 
Maritime Conference. 


Special to Fhe New York Timea. 

PHILADELPHIA, Feb. 12,—At the 
yovernment inquiry into the sinking 
of the steamship M@nroe,.Capt. E. E. 
Johnson, who was in commarfa of the 
vessel, admitted that he entered the 
first lifeboat that put off from the 
sinking ship. He said all the passen- 
gers who had reached the decks were 
clinging to the port rail and he took 
that means of reaching them. He also 
said his action resulted in the saving 
of twenty-nine lives. 

Capt. Johnson said that immediately 
after the collision he ran through the 
saloons calling at the top of his voiee 
that the ship was sinking, and ordering 
all passengers to make for the upper 
Geeks. He hurried to lifepoat No, 5, 
and, assisted by the boatswain, a wirc- 
waiter, got the

around the 


boat clear. He 
woman and a white 
passenger and rowed 
of the ship. 

In the meantime, he admitted, he 
had ignored a big life raft, capable of 
holding twenty-six persons. This was 
lashed to the deck within fifteen feet 
of the boat he was helping to launch. 

“ All the passengers who had reached 
the decks were clinging to the port rail, 
setting as far awa@y from the water as 
they could,” said Capt. Johnson. “I 
figured that by getting a boat launched 
and going around to that side I could 
save a lot of them as the Monroe sank. 

“It would have taken too much time 
to persuade them to come to the low,

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COLD RECEPTION 
FOR SUFFRAGE TALK 


Women’s Political Union Had to 
Abandon Plan for Twelve 
Hours of Oratory. 


TIMES SQUARE SAW START 


Ear Muffs on Passers-By and Frost 
in the Air Soon Discouraged 
the Speakers. 


The Women’s Political Union an- 
nounced yesterday morning that it 
would hold a “ twelve-hour endurance 
talkfest’’ on suffrage, from noon to 
midnight, in front of the Times Building 
in Times Square. The women said they 
would compel the men, by voicing wo- 
man’s message without cease for twelve 
long hours at the very heart-centre of 
the city, to heed that message and give 
women the vote. As one of them ex- 
pressed 1t, they would show men what 
they could do. 

Forecaster Scarr, in his weather tower 
in the top of the Whitehell Building, is 
a man. He is also, in these days, a 
cousin of the north wind and a half- 
brother of mercury downward bound. 
For which relationship one of the first 
things the suffragettes may do when 
they get the ballot will be to remove 
Forecaster Scarr from office and put 
some more sympathetic windjammer 
and warm-air artist in his place. | 

For Forecaster Scarr yesterday put 
an end to the Women’s Political Union 
talk. 

At noon a taxicab loaded with well- 
bundled-up and fur-wrapped suffrage 
bore down upon the Times 
Building and took its stand in front of 
the Broadway entrance. From the win- 
dow of the taxicab drooped a purple- 
lettered gtreamer announcing: 

‘“‘Abralam Lincoin says: ‘I go for all 

eople sharing in our Government, not 

y any means excluding the women.’ ”’ 

The thermometer in the Times Build- 
ing doorway was then registering 1 
below zero. The three men in the city’s 
most populous centre were hurrying 
across Forty-second Street puffing out 
smoky breath as they ran and holding 
their hands over their frozen ears. The 
north wind and the east wind were 
dancing a tango around the Times 
Building, sweeping Broadway bare. 

At 12:15 o’clock, Mrs. Florence Maule 
Cooley, Executive Secretary of the Wo- 
men’s Political Union, began to preach 
what she called “the A B C of Suf- 
frage ” from the ice-coated taxicab, ex- 
plaining that Abraham Lincoln was one 
of the first friends of woman suffrage. 

At 12:25 Mrs. Cooley, though warm as 
to her enthusiasm, was more cold than 
coolly as to her feet, and sank back into 
the taxicab to give her feet a chance to 
warm and one of her sisters-in-suffrage 
a chance to speak. 

Miss Harriett Porritt ran the second 
lap in the endurance test of suffrage 
oratory. By the time she had gotten 
half way into her subject the mercury 
in the Times Building thermometer had 
scored. seven points and two solar 
plexuses on suffrage. Some twoscore 
of persons, hurrying past the taxicab, 
had now partaken of the frozen chunks 
of suffrage »ratory, munching it as they 
ran. 

The number had grown to fifty when 
Miss Rose Winslow, the textile worker | 
who recently accompanied the commit- 
tee of women workers that interviewed 
President Wilson, began to speak. She 
warmed to ner subject and froze to 
silence in a very few minutes. Next fol- 
lowed a young woman, Brown as to her 
name, but blue as to her nose; and 
thereafter, in rapid succession, Mrs 
Nina Wilcox Putnam and Miss Lucy 
Eastman, while other suffrage workers 
buttonholed dancing passers-by or mo- 
mentary loiterers in the frozen crowd 
'n front of the taxicab, and tried to sell 
‘opies of their paper, The Woman's vo- 
litical World. 

At about 1 P. M. one of the few men 
then stationary in front of the taxicab 
removed his earmuffs and said: 

“They're pretty game.” 

Then he 





put back his earmuffs and 
away. Soon afterward the taxicab 
went away, too. At the Women’s Po- 
litical Union yesterday afternoon it was 
explained that the ‘‘ twelve-hour endur- 
ance talk’? had been decided upon 
‘‘merely as something different,” put 
that it had proved different from what 
had been expected, and that, under the 
frozen circumstances it had not been 
deemed worth while to continue it. Tne 
women hope to endure on some warmer 
day in the future. 


GIVE CUP FOR SCHOLARSHIP. 


| Fraternities at N. Y. U. Will Strive 


for Trophy Awarded Annually. 


Desiring to foster scholarship, the fra- 
ternities at New York University joined 
yesterday in plan to honor the so- 
ciety, the members of which show the 
highest standing throughout the college 
year. The fraternities decided to offer 
jointly a silver cup, to be awarded to 
the fraternity whose members have the 
highest scholastic standing.

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HARBORS BILL $43,000,000. 


River Improvement Is Pro- 


vided For. 


E 

WASHINGTON, Feb, 12.—The Rivers 
and Harbors Appropriation bill, carry- 
ing $43,000,000, was made public to-day. 
Chairman Sparkman will report it to 
the House in a few days. Last year’s 
bill carried about $48,000,000. 

The bill this year provides for many 
new projects, chiefly the imurovement 
of New York Harbor, for which $13,- 
400,000 is provided as the maximum cost 
for developing the East River and re- 


moving Hell Gate and other ledges 
there that threaten navigation; pur- 
chase of the Chesapeake and Delaware 
Canal between Chesapeake and Dela- 
ware Bays, for $1,300,000, and its de- 
velopment and enlargement to accom- 
modate ocean commerce, and $7,000,000 
for improvement of the Mississippi from 
its mouth to Rock Island, Ill. 

Under the bill the Chesapeake and 
Delaware Canal, now used for smaller 
craft traffic between Baltimore and| 
Philadelphia, is to be enlarged into a 
sea-level canal of 12 feet depth and 90 
feet bottom width. The purchase, the 
enlargement, and the first year’s main- 
tenance are all to come within $8,000,000, 

The b.ll does not provide for the pro- 
posed waterway from the Delaware Bay 
to New York, upon which the War De- 
parement had adversely reported. The 
project is part of the ultimate scheme 
of intracoastal waterway from Boston, 
Mass., to Beaufort, N. C. Both the 
Army Engineering Board and the Riv- 
ers and Harbors Committee, however, 
agreed that the time was not yet ripe 
for an appropriation for the proposed | 
waterway. 

Among the immediate additional ap- 
propriations to carry on work in the/| 
East are: | 

New York—Hudson River, $750,000; | 
Bay Ridge and Red Hook channels, | 
$300,000, and Hudson River channel, |

OKLAHOMA CITY, Okla., Feb. 12.— 
Mrs. Minnie Bond, testifying to-day in 
her suit for $50,000 damages against 
Senator Thomas P. Gore for alleged as- 
sault committed in a hotel at Washing- 
ton, denied that there had been a con- 
spiracy to destroy the Senator politically. 

District Judge Clark had ruled that at-! 
tacks on character would not be per-| 
mitted, except as to testimony bearing 
on the general reputations of the parties 
involved, but he allowed the attorneys 
for the defense to draw from the plain- 
tiff’s own lips admissions of two mar- 
riages to Alvin A. Farrar, formerly of 
Bryan County. The second marriage 
was necessitated by the young womans 
discovery that Farrar had a wife living 
at the time of the first ceremony. In 
1905 she obtained a divorce from him. 

In relating her story of the alleged as- 
sault by Senator Gore, Mrs. Bond said 
that she first met the Senator when he 
was introduced to her during the second 
State Legislature in 1909. Again she 
met the Senator at a banquet just be- 
fore Gov. Cruce’s inauguration. There 
she broached her husband's candidaoy 
for appointment as Internal Revenue

A WOMAN’S REFERENDUM 


Would Help Legislature to Decide 
Suffrage Question Properly» 


T'o the Lditor of The New York Times: 

Mrs. Raymond Brown, President of the 
New York State Suffrage Association, made 
the statement yesterday that the suffragisis 
would consent to a referendum on the ques- 
tion of woman suffrage, submitted to the wo- 
men themselves, provided the anti-suffra- 
gists would see that such action was made 
legal, She then added that ‘‘ unfortunately, 
woman cannot legally decide for herself 
whether she shall have the ballot.’”’ 

The anti-suffragists are not suggesting a 
woman's referendum ag a substitute for the 
proposed woman suffrage amendment to the 
Constitution of New York, but merely that 
the women of this State shall be given an 
epportunjty to say through a referendum vote 
whether they themselyes wish the responsi- 
billty of suffrage with all it entaiJs and im- 
plies fastened upon them. If a majority of 
the women in New York State over 21 years 
old should vote “Yes”? on such a proposi- 
tion, then the antl-suffragists, would, of 
course, Withdraw their opposition tq the 
constitutional amendment. But if, on the 
eontrary, only a minority of those over 21 
years old expressed a desire to vote, then 
the men would have a conerete expression 
of opinion from the women to guide them in 
voting on the constitytional amendment. 

We are freffuently told that those to whom 
suffrage has heen extended in the past have 
never been consulted as to whether they 
wished it or not, apd the extension of the 
suffrage to the negroes has been used ta 
illustrate this point, Antl-suffragists do not 
consider that the proposition to enfranchisa

Manchuria to superintend* the erection 
of the plant of the Visayan Refining 
Company on the Island of Cebu. 

The Visayan Refining Company was 
organized by the American-Philippine 
Company to engage in the production of 
cocoanut oil. Only one concern of this 
kind exists in the Philippines, the great- 
er proportion of the copra produced in 
the islands being sent to Marseilles, The 
demand for coceanut oil in this country 
has increased to such an extent that it 
exceeds the supply, although one con- 
cern in isngland, the Maypole Dairy, 
takes more than the whole of the United 
States, using over 300 tons a day in the 
manufecture of biscuits and crackers. 

The plant of tle Visayan Refining 
Company will be located on a site al- 
ready selected, near the town of Cebu, 
and will be in a favorable position with 
respect to receiving the copra output 
of the middle and southern islands of 
ae Philippines. All the copra used will 
be bought in the islands. The capacity 
of the plant will be 75 tons of oil per 
day. It is intended that it shall be in 
operation early in the Spripg of next 
year. The capita) of the Visayan Re- 
fining Company, $500,000, was subscribed 
before M Pox ‘lert New York. The Su- 
perintenc tnt of the plant, Edward B. 
Thompson, is an American of long ex- 
perience in the manufacture of cocoanut 
oil. 

While cocoanut oil up to ten years ago 
was used solely in the manufacture of 
soaps, products made from it are now 
used as substitutes for lard and but- 
ter. At the recent banquet to ex-Gov- 
ernor General Forbes, given at the Plaza 
Hotel, cocoanut oil butter was served.

LATEST CUSTOMS RULINGS. 


Wire Cloth, Hatpins, and Thymol 
Duties Determined. 


Phosphor bronze cable wire cloth im- 
ported by Norey & Co., Beston, has been 
denied lower duty by the Board of United 
States General ‘Appraisers, Duty was 
taken at 45 per cent. ad valorem, plus 1 
cent a pound under agraphs 109 and 
135 of the Tariff act @f 1909. The sole 
claim of the imperters Was that the cloth 
was properly dutiable at 40 per cent. ad 
valorem under that part of Paragraph 
155 providing for articles made from 
wire. Judge Fischer intimated, in “his 
decision for the board, that if the pro 
testants had claimed a rate, of 45 per 
ceng. under. Paragraph 100, as manu- 
factures of bronze, the ruling might 
have been in their favor. A claim by 
Neumeyer & Dimond, Boston, covering 
merchandise similar to that imported by 
Norey & Co. was sustained. Neumeyer 
& Dimond claimed a rate of 45 pér cent. 

The H. B. Chiflin Company was sus- 
tained in a odulaation for Jower duty 
on hatpins with tops of jet and metal 
stems. Duty was exacted under the old 
tariff at 60 per cent. ad valorem under 
the provision for jewelry. The importers 
claimed 50 per cent. as manufactures in 
chief value of jet. 

The board decided that thymol is a 
medicinal preparation properly dutiable 
under the old law, at the rate of 25 per 
cent. ad valorem. The product was 
asserted to be exempt from duty as a 
crude drug, or dutiable at one-fourth 
of 1 cent a pound and 10 per cent. ad 
valorem under Paragraph 20, as a drug 
advanced in condition. The importers 
included Fritzsche Brothers and George 
Lueders & Co. of this city. 

Full duty on lace collars imported by 

zer & Co., St. Louis, was affirmed. 
The firm contended that the collars were 
samples of no commercial value. Judge 
Somerville held that it was possible to 
dispose of them by sale in the usual way.

Glynn, Attorney General Car- 
mody and representatives of the New 
York State Legislative Committee, 
which, is. inyestigating this subject, and 
members, of the New York State Con- 
servation Commission, appeared this 
week before the Foreign Relations 
Committee of the House of ‘Representa- 
tives. at Washington and opposed the 
Cliné bill, which seeks to give the Fed- 
eral Government the right to control 
the diversion of these waters. 

Mr. Carmody in his report contends 
that the measure is “an assertion of 
Federal ownership andecgntrol of the 
waters. of Niagara River. 

“The same right,” says Mr. Car- 
mody, “ would extend to the St. Law- 
rence River, and, if the principle be 
correct, namely: that the Federal Gov- 
sane has. power to control the diver- 
sion of water from navigable streams, it 
would. ajso extend to the Hudson, Mo- 
hawk and,othe:s navigable rivers within 
the State.”

Incorporation Bill’s Chances Not Im- 
proved by Lawyer’s Testimony 
—Committee Hearings Close.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 12.—The con- 
sideration by the Senate Committee on 
Banking and Currency of the Pujo 
bill incorporating Stock Exchanges and 
barring from interstate commerce quo- 
tations from unincorporated and illegal 
Exchanges took a new turn to-day when 
Samuel Untermyer of New York, for- 
merly counsel for the Pujo committee, 
said flatly that the real purpose of the 
bill was to place Exchanges more di- 
under supervision by the State 
Legislatures, Members of the com- 
mittee had assumed that the proposed 
incorporation of Stock Exchanges was 
simply a device for indirectly effecting 
Federal supervision of corporate sec uri- 
ties, and Mr. Untermyer's statement 
came as a surprise. 

According to Mr. Untermyer, the New 
York Stock Exchange, though he did 
not mention it by name, would be much 
more susceptible of control by the Leg- 
islature at Albany. Members of the 
Exchange have bitterly fought incorpo- 
ration on the ground that movements 
would be continually on foot at Albany 
to amend the Exchange's charter, Mem- 
bers of the committee friendly to the 
bill seemed to think that this alarm 
was exaggerated, but Mr. Untermyer's 
statement tended to confirm the argu- 
ments of the members of the Ex- 
change, and it was plain that the bill's 
chances before the committee were not 
mproved by the day’s developments. 

Mr. Untermyer was subjected to . 
vere questioning by Senator Nelson of 
Minnesota, the ranking Republican of 
the committee; Senator Bristow of Kkan- 
sas, a radical Republican, and Senator 
liitcheock of Nebraska, one of the 
prominent Democrats.

It 
soug cht not #o0 check quotations of 
stocks but to require that the quotations 
be true. Mr, Hitchcock ,replied, however, 
that all of that could be accomplishe d 
if the corporation in question were re- 
quired to deal directly with the Post- 
master General in regard to its securi- 
ties. 

Senator Nelson insisted, against Mr. 
Untermyer’s protest, that the bill was 
really intended to coerce the States Into 
conformity, through their Legislatures, 
fo renee requirements set up in W ash- 
ngton 

“Why can’t we hit at the corporations 
directly?" asked Senator’ Bristow. 
“Why can’t we make regulations for 
them about stock issues instead of for 
Stock Exchanges about the listing of 
their stocks? ”’

Mr. Untermyer went at length into 
what he considered the abuse of short 
sales.

strict short selling. He said it was 
manifestly unfair for a broker holding 
stock on which a customer had put up 
a margin to continue charging that cus- 
temer interest on the balance, credit- 
ing him with no interest on the mar- 
gin, While the broker. meanwhile had 
realized the full value of the stock by 
lenaing it to some short seller.

RAINE PLEADS NOT GUILTY. 


Says He Will Expose Others 
Memphis Bank Case.
